BEASED ON THE NOVEMBER 1967 SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION, 


AS THE MEMBERS OF THIS COUNCIL KNOW, THE TRAGIC FIGHTING 
OVER THE PAST 17 DAYS HAS BEEN BOTH FURTOUS AND COSTLY, WE 
BELIEVE THAT THE PROLONGATION OF THE WAR IS NOT IN THE INTERESTS 
OF THE PARTIES OR THE PEOPLES IN THE AREA, AND ITS CONTINUANCE 
CARRIES GRAVE RISKS FOR THE PEACE OF THE WORLD. BECAUSE OF

242 AND If NEEDS NO ELABORATION HERE, THIS PARAGRAPH IS LINKED 
TO PARAGRAPH 3 WHICH CALLS FOR THE IMMEQDTATE BEGINNING OF

SUBJECT: Reply to President Ceausescu on Middle East 


On October 20, Romanian President Nicolae Ceausescu sent you a message 
on the Middle Eastern situation, delivered on October 21 with a covering 
note from Ambassador Bogdan (Tab B). * 

In his message, President Ceausescu expressed Romania's great concern 
over the fighting. He says that Romania continues to believe that imple - 
mentation of the UN Security Council Resolution of 1967 [242] offers the 
correct solution to the conflict. He also expressed support for Egyptian 
President Sadat's recent call for a cease-fire based on Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied territories and the convening of an international peace 
conference under UN auspices. On page four of his message, Ceausescu 
expressed the hope that you personally and the United States will intercede 
to stop the fighting and find a solution for the Middle East. 


President Ceausescu's message has now been overtaken by the events 
resulting from the Moscow talks and the subsequent Security Council 
resolution of October 22. The reply for your signature to Ceausescu at 
Tab A would review the steps taken by the United States leading to the 
Security Council resolution and express the hope that, together with the 
United States and all interested parties, Romania will devote its earnest 
efforts to ensuring the success of the resolution.

Your message of October 20 outlining Romania's views 

on the situation in the Middle East is appreciated. I 

note, in particular, the hope you have expressed that 

the United States will take the steps necessary to end 

the conflict. ° ‘ ' 
Even before the outbreak of fighting on October 6, the 
United States encouraged Israel and its Arab neighbors 
to engage in a search for a peaceful settlement of their 

dispute. When hostilities erupted, our efforts were 

directed toward two objectives: to end the fighting and 

to create conditions which would contribute to a lasting 

peace, 


As the result of intensive efforts by the United States, 
together with those of other countries, the United Nations 
Security Council was able in the early hours of October 22 
to adopt a most important resolution on the Middle East. 
This resolution calls not only for a cease-fire, but also 
for implementation of Security Council Resolution 242 in 
all of its parts and negotiations between the parties con- 
cerned under appropriate auspices aimed at establishing 
a just and durable peace. In brief, it provides the frame- 
work required to bring peace to the Middle East. 


The United States fully supports the principles embodied 
in this resolution, and we will devote our continuing 
efforts to assist in their effective implementation. If 
this resolution is to succeed, it will need the support of 
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all interested parties, and it is my hope that the 
Government of Romania will also devote its'earnest 
efforts to ensuring the resolution's success. 


I express this hope to you, Mr. President, in the 

frank and cordial spirit which has come to characterize 
our communications. I will look forward to reviewing 
this extremely important subject in greater detail at 
the time of your forthcoming visit.

I think that presently the imperative duty of each 
state and nation is to actively intervene to stop 
immediately the war in the Middle East, to find a 


political solution to the conflict. 


My state's point of view is and has been 
that the way to solving this conflict consists of 
implementing-the Security Council resolution of 1967, 
which should lead to the liberation of Arab 
territories forcefully ee by Israel in 1967, 
to the observance of the security, national 
independence, territorial integrity and the right 
to free existence of each State in the area, Israel 


included, to the establishment of an equitable peace, 


of a climate of good neighborhood and cohabitation 
among all tne nations of this region. I also 

believe that the problem of the Palestinian population 
should be solved in consistence with its legitimate 
aspirations. 

The Socialist Republic of Romania considers 
that the recent statements of the President of the 
Arab Republic of Egypt, Anwar Sadat, referring to 
the desire to cease the fire in the Middle East based 


on the withdrawal of Israeli troops from the occupied 


territories and to the convening of an International 
Peace Conference within the framework of United 
Nations represent a basis for undertaking concrete 
steps towards stopping the war without any delay, 
towards the establishment of peace and good 
neighborly relations among all the peoples of this 
region. There is no doubt that the holding of such 
a conference, under the auspicies of the United

Nations, with the participation of all the’ States

directly involved in the conflict, as well as of 
other States of the world -— large, medium or small -, 
would have a particularly positive impact upon the 
course of events towards promoting detente and 


international cooperation. 


A rapid political solution of the conflict 
in the Middle East makes it imperious for Israel to 
understand the supreme reasons of peace and security 
and publicly accept the Security Council resolution 
of 1967, including its provisions regarding the 
withdrawal of her troops from the Arab territories 
occupied in 1967, under the conditions of assuring 


the territorial integrity and national security of all 


the countries of this region, including Israel. 


I velieve that it would be of particular 
importance if all the states intercede with the 
countries involved in the conflict to stop the war 
and solve rapidly the situation in the Middle East 
and I am confident, Mr. President, that you 
personally and the United States of America will bring 
an important contribution to the fulfillment of these 
lofty purposes which best respond to the aspirations of 
the peoples all over,the world, to peace and international 
security. . : v 

My country and people deeply believe that an 
ardent task of the moment is to comply with peoples! 
will and desire to stop the bloodshed and destructions 
inflicted by the Middle East war, to do everything to 
solve the litigious problems among States not through 
the force of arms, but by political means, to liquidate 
all hotbeds of tension which could endanger the cause 
of general peace, to establish new relations of 
cooperation, equality and mutual respect among all the 
nations in the world.

Military Situation 


An IDF briefing of our DAO in Tel Aviv, late on 
the evening of October 21, indicates there are no SAM's - 
reported on the west bank of the SuezeCanal from Kantara 
north to Port Said, and from Kabrit to Suez City. On 
the east bank of the Canal, the IDF attacked north dur- 
ing the day, gaining more territory. Three Egyptian 
generals are rumored captured. There are 450 Egyptian 
tanks east of the canal; in the area of IDF penetration, 
300 IDF tanks face 200 Eqyptian tanks.
